deep-fat try in g. Shorten in g u sed in 
\ 
the dou gh itself does n ot con tror 
the tem peratu re u sed in bakin g,! 
bu t, when u sed for deep-fat fry in g, I 
it mu st be kept to certain , con stan t 
temperatu res. Sometimes it is n ec­ 
essary to ex perimen t in order to 
ascertain the correct mediu m as 
well as the temperatu re. Properly 
fried foods are n ot In digestible. 
For ex ample, when fry in g foods 
su ch as potatoes, the requ ired tem ­ 
peratu re to be main tain ed is 390 F. 
For cooked foods, su ch as fritters i 
an d croqu ettes, it shou ld be 375 , 
to 38 5 F. For raw dou gh mix tu res, i 
su ch as dou ghn u ts, the 
tem pera­ 
tu re shou ld be from 365 to 375 F.
